Layer, serving a life sentence for 
the murder of Mr. ar.d Mrs. Jacob 
Wolf, their five daughters and a 
chore boy, Jacob Hofer, on the Wolf 
farm-near Turtle Lake, N. -D., seven 
•weeks ago, has 'been launched by 
relatives of Layer, who charge that 
he was "railroaded. 


Pending investigation, the pay- 


ment-of $1,000 offered by Governor 
Frazier for the apprehension of the 
•murderer of the eight people is bc- 
.ing- withheld from the parties cer- 
tified' to the governor as being en- 
titled to the reward. 


Henry Layer was arrested after 


a ten-day investigation of the crime. 
He was under a twelve-hour third 
degree examination when he broke 
down and confessed the murders. 
The man'was forced to fix his gaze 
on photographs of the bodies of his 
victims taken in the cellar of the 
Wolf home where, five bodies were 
piled, and in a'shed nearby, where 
three bodies were; piled up, one of 
them, that of Mrs., Wolf, being hor- 
ribly mutilated 'by hogs. It .was af- 
ter undergoing this ordeal for nearly 
th|:ty minutes, after he had been 
plied with questions for more than 
eleven hours, that Layer confessed. 


The next day 
Layer was taken 


before 'the -district judge! ' He re- 
counted, in the court, room, 
the 


story of the murders, saying that he- 
and Wolf had fought over a dog 
which had 'attacked Layer's cattle. 
Wolf, • 'said 
Layer, produced 
the 


shotgun with which Layer killed the 
tamily, Layer saying that he seized 
the gun in a scuffle and that he lost 
his .senses and began killing the peo-.

SCRANTON—A charge that the 


anthracite coal industry is domi- 
nated by a monopolistic system that 
''presses up to squeeze the consum- 
er and down to squeeze the wage 
earner, by diverting profits at points 
where neither can see them through 
the screen of bookkeeping and legal 
devices," was made today before the 
anthracite coal commission by W. 
Jett Laucjc in arguing the admis- 
sibility of exhibits on profiteering 
and monopoly which he submitted in 
behalf of the United Mine Workers 
of America and to which the repre- 
sentatives of the operators inter- 
posed objections. 
Mr. Lanck also 


declared that the real profits of the - 
anthracite industry were at least 
scVen times the apparent profits. 


The commission was appointed by 


Pros. Wilson to arbitrate the differ- 
ences between the miners and opera- 
tors. 


Operators Object 


"The very fact that the operators 


object to these exhibits becoming a 
part of t'.ie official record in .this 
case," said Mr. Lauck, "constitutes 
the strongest conceivable argument 
why the commission not only should 
receive this evidence, but should 
give it first consideration in arriv- 
ing at a determination of this issue." 


"The method and structure of 


combination in the anthracite indus- 
try is a matter relevant and vital to 
"this present controversy. 
Thorough 


investigation of this monopoly will 
reveal funds which do actually exist 
but which are' illegitimately with- 
held from the worker in wages and 
taken from ,the consumer in unwar- - 
ranted prices. 


A Huge Combination 


"The anthracite industry has been 


oryganized into a huge combination, 
a monopoly very similar in structure 
t< 
: an octopus. 
Its head and body 


are a jery small grpnp of banking 
interests. 
Its entwining arms are 


seven railway systems which control 
at their extremities the anthracite 
mining operations of the country. 


'The profits of the anthracite in- 


dustry are to be found in the profits 
01 the anthracite railroads and in 
the profits of the sales companies 
controlled by the stockholders. 'To 
these must be ati.lcrf the millions of 
dollars which go each year to those'' 
who hold the tens 'of • millions of 
bonded indebtedness which have re- 
sulted from the financing of the in- 
dustry. 


Profits Are Concealed 


"The point which we wish to make 


is that a well defin.ed process exists 
by which the profits are successful- 
ly concealed, the high prices being 
explained by. apparent high costs.

NEW ARMY ACT TO TEACH 


OBEDIENCE TO MILITARY'CASTE 


Joker in Reoragnization Act Will Give Military Coiirt 


Power to Punish a Civilian for 


"Contempt" 
"

Against Militarism. 


Today, for the first time in our 


history, a military 'court martial has 
the power to punish a ..civilian' for 
"contempt." 


.This-little innovation—part of the 


slow but defirjte r.ggrandizement of 
the American General Staff— we owe 
to the Army 
Reorganization 
act 


which was recently hustled through 
congress by the-"big army" combine 
of 
Republicans 
and 
Democrats. 


Hustled through congress, signed by 
the President and now the law- of 
the land. 


Heretofore great care has been 


taken to make sure that-a civilian 
who, 
in time of peace,- ran afoul of 


the military 
authorities, was not! 


tried by a military tribunal^ but_was ' 
turned over to the civil authorities, 
specifically to the United States Dis- 
trict court, for trial. Charges might 
be preferred against him by army 
officers, 'but he was guaranteed a 
trial by a jury of his peers, quite j 
in the spirit of the old Mutiny Act 
of 1688 which sturdily , declared: 
"noe Man may be forejudged of Life 
or Lim'be or subjected to any kinde 
of punishment by Martiall Law in 
any other manner than by the Judg- 
ment of his Peercs and according to 
the knowne and Established Laws 
of 'this Realme." 


But all that is now out of date.

Article "32 of our'old Articles of 


War, describing 
the" organization 


and procedure of a court martial, 
said:

"A court martial may punish at 


discretion, subject to the limitations

or 


who disturbs its proceedings by any 
riot 
or disorder." •• 


On tha face of it, this looks pretty 


broad, but a glance at Section 14 
discloses the fact that- the provision's

A civilian 
accused of "contempt" bad to be 
turned over to the civil authorities 
for trial.
